LOCAL GOVERNMENT BOARD 


INQUIRY. 

Mr. Thomas 8. Strahan, Leal Government 
Board Inspector, yesterday held an ingtiry im 
the Town Hall. Dalkey, in connection with the 
local Urban Council’s proposal to build twenty: 
two houses at a cost of £20,786, including the 
cost of the site. 

Mr, W. Gahan, Town Clerk, gave evidence 
of the financial position of the Couneil, and, 
referring to previous schemes, stated that the 
deficit for the year was an average of £5 6s. 
per house. The rents for the new houses 
would be 15s. a week. : 

Mr. Going, Engineer, proved the plans and 
specifications. 

Mr. R. E. Powell, U.D.C., said that the 
present housing scheme was a loss to the rate- 
payers; and Mr. P. O'Grady elso sought an 
opportnnity to make objections. 

Mr. Powell said that it seemed very strange 
to him that the present housing schemé was 
run at a loss of £225 a year. Could the Town 
Clerk explain it? 

Mr. Gahan said that that was @ matter fos 
the Council. He could not raise rents. 

In reply to the Inspector, Mr. Powell eaid 
that he was a member of the Council, and that 
he was always under the impression that tha 
echeme paid for itself. 

The Inspector—And now you ddenly find 
out that there is a loss of in the £. 

Mr. Powell said that that was so, and that 
now they were going to take up another 
scheme and run it at a loss, 

The Inspector said that they had tried 
to show Mr. Powell that the new echeme would 
be run at a credit to the ratepayers. He 
objected to time being wasted, and said that 
Mr. Powell could have discussed the. matter 
long ago with the Council. 

Mr. O'Grady submitted that there was no 
reason for the new scheme. If he thought it 
would be a paying scheme he would: hot opdsd 
it. The Council's houses in Dalkey were at 
present occupied by people working outsille, 
and who before they got the houses lived out. 
side that area. Preference had been giver 
by members of the Council to outsiders, He 
considered it was their Council’s duty to meet 
the existing loss by immediately raising the 
house rents. 

The Inepector said that the last matter was 
for the Council, and, in reply to Mr. O’Grady’s 
request to see the plans, said did not 
O’Grady think if he had any interest in 
the scheme that he would have examined them 
long ago. 

Mr. O'Grady said that he did not know they 
were available. 

Mr. Conan, a former member of the Council, 
said that as a ratepayer he had been largely 
instrumental in getéing the last housing 
scheme paseed. Houses at that time were 
badly wanted, and were still ‘wanted 
but he did not believe that the 
estimated rent of 15s. @ week for the new 
houses could be realised. He deplored ithe lose 
of £225 a year on the old scheme of houses, 
and said that they were in many cases let to 
the wrong class of people. To hig own know- 
ledge, some tenants were in receipt 6f outdoor 
relief. The new scheme would, in his opinion 
cost the ratepayers three times as much as 
the old one was now costing them, 

Mr. Dowling, Chairman of the Urban Coun. 
cil, denied that the Council let houses to 
people in receipt of outdoor relief. No person 
in receipt of relief had ever given a 
house. People. who had been in possession 
might have occasion once in a way to look for 
relief. He expressed himself satisfied that 
tenants for the new. houses would be easily got.
